Jewish indigence. But the belief dates back to many generations 
ago, and if it were to be accepted as an unalterable law or rule it 
would mean the segregation of the Jews as a community, with 
smaller rights than the rest of the population. It would, in 
fact, be an acceptance of discrimination against Jews, the placing 
of them in a separate class of citizenship, and the imposition. upon 
them of a double tax-—-one for the rest of the city and one in respect 
of their own poor. It would, in reality, be an agreement to submit 
to a species of discriminatory taxation. For ourselves, we believe 
that the undertaking to support our own needy is to be defended on 
purely Jewish grounds, because it is an expression of the finest Jewish 
religious sentiment, and because it strengthens the Jewish sense of 
solidarity and communal responsibility. Those grounds are, or 
should be, sufficient in themselves. We only regret profoundly that 
they should rat avail to protect our Boards of (juardians from

are unequal to the burden of maintaining their Boards of Guardians.

‘eceived public recognition of her work. Many local newspapers 
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published obituary notices on ber death and referred to her great 
services to the town. For this common honesty they were attacked 
by the FRAPNKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG and other Nazi papers, describing 
the obituaries as “ drawn-out slaverings over the Jewéss Hertz. 

A long and sympathetic article on the position of Jews in 
industry appears in the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG. It reviews the 
limits officially set to the application of the Aryan Paragraph, and 
points out that in theory, at least, interference in. business life is 
forbidden, “In practice, however,” it points out “as in Middle 
Franconia, attempts so far abortive, have been made to obtain the 
removal of Jewish factory owners.. Then there are the trade 
organisations which seek to exclude Jews. The Union of German 
Brokers, for ‘instance, has just announced the introduction of 
the Aryan Paragraph. Lastly there is the question of the 
trade campaign of March 23rd—April 7th, which various 
quarters, such as the *Hago, sought to interpret as an anti- 
Jewish campaign. They have been officially snubbed. but it is 
not casy to ensure the necessary work of enlightenment every- 
where, especially as in such places the local Press show no inclina- 
fion to back it up. What is needed, in the case of a population with 
an advanced interest in racial questions, is detailed instruction as 
to the limits of the proposed action, if spontaneous activity going 
beyond the bounds set to the Aryan Paragraph is to be uvoided. 
Such activity seems to make it almost impossible for non Aryans 
to full the repeated demands made on them to distribite 
themselves more evenly than before over the various professions. 
Only a short time ago a section of the press warned the public 
against accepting non-Aryan trainees im agriculture. Srnilarly, a 
strongly emphasised warning was made against the attempts of 
Jews to apprentice their sons to bandicraftsmen. How young 
German non-Aryans can or should shape their lives,’ the FRANK 
FURTER ZEITUNG concludes,,” is not-easy to discover.’ This-is the 
longest excursion into the realm of commonsense that an Nazified 
newspaper has yet dared to make. 


Upper Silesian Deputation 


The best news of the week, however, relates to l-ppel Silésia 
where the League of Nations Permanent Mixed Commission has con 
sented to receive a deputation from the Federation of Rahbis pre 
senting a petition against the prohibition of Shechita; on the ground 
that it is an infringement of the minority protection clauses of the 
Geneva Convention of 1922. The petition will be supported by 
Rabbi Weiss, on behalfofthe Rabbinical Federation, Rabbi Bollinsk,s 
the Rabbi of Beuthen, Rabbi Dr. Katz of Hindenburg, and Dr. 
Fraenkel, acting as legal adviser. This will be the first time that 
representatives ofa section of German Jewry have offi ially appeared 
hefore an international foram to put the demands of Germarg Jewry 
against the German Government. 

for what it is worth it Is also good news that Herr Saucke! 
the Statthalter (State Governor) of Thuringia, has shown compliance 
with Hitler's instructions agaist the interference with Jewish 
trade. He called a special meeting of officials and outlined Hitler's 
speech, including the werds “the free play of trade must not be 
interfered with by unauthorised. persons. Warning his hearers 
not to rely upon German home trade, but to do all in their power 
to promote exports, he said © If all stand together as one man. every 
obstacle will be overcome with an unflinching will-power and the 
foreign boycott against Thuringian quality goods will be broken 

It is curious that reference 16 now increasingly being made to 
the success of World Jewry s boycott. of Germany. The MonNING 
Post now joins the chorus and its Berlin correspondent reports thut 
The international boycott of German goods, organised by Jewish 
merchants, maintains its stranglehold on the exporting industrics 
The NEW YORK TIMES reporcs from Washington that the econoinic 
results of the anti-Semitic policy of the Nazi Governnient are 
slowly forcing a modification of that policy, as indicated in ofticial 
reports pre sented to the American Administration. Pointing out 
that German exports have dwindled to vanishing point. and that the 
Reich is facing the severest economle Crisis since the advent of 
Hitler. the New York Times declares ‘that ‘t is the belief in 
Washington that the commercial weight of the boycott Is having 
more effect on official policy than protest meetings, and that 
observers professing to see u new deal for the German Jews counsel 
against protests such as the recent Madison Square trial of blitlerism, 
because of their tenden y to cause reprisals in Germany. The 
paper sees the boycott as the determining factor which will finally 
end the anti-Semitic activities of the German Government, While 
hoping with all our hearts that this swelling chorus is the 
true voice of victory, we must not let ourselves be deafened to the 
fact that the spreading of this story is very much to (Cir rmaby s 
interest on the eve of ber debt discussions. It ts also noteworthy 
that THE Trves, in a leading article on “Financial Moves in 
Germany,” pays noattention to the so-called ~ Jewish stranglehold,” 
but attributes Germany's decline of exports “ largely to the falling 
off of trade with Russia. 


Another Film Banned 


Foreign trade is likely to fall further if Dr. Goebbels persists in 
his policy of banning “Jewish” films. Just before last month 
closed a third foreign film was banned, Metro-Goldwyn- Mayer's’ The 
Prizetighter and the Lady.’ We referred last week to the fact that 
Herr Oliver was showing this film, following the banning of 
* Catherine the Great.’ Shown in England under the title of “ Every 
Woman's Man,” it stars Max Baer, the Jewish boxer. It is therefore 
‘not in the spirit of the new Germany.’ The English version with 
German texts was passed by the censor on January 1lsth, and Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer thereupon spent considerable sums in producing 4 
synchronised German version. Both versions have now been banned 
by the Ministry of Propaganda, and we understand that the American 
Embassy has made representations on the matter, pointing out that 
the ban would make a bad impression in the United States, where 
Max Baer is something of an idol. Baron vou Neurath, the Reich

is, they flack culture. As a community we are not doing sufficient to 


spread abroad a sense of Jewish culture. Is it not significant that 
since the Resettlement.

Reb David returned to Mezaritch to fetch his aged mother, his 
young Sarah, and his. six ret urishing 
business: he left lis:friends and relatives... Nothing could stop: him 


from Eretz Yisrael. les, Was reluctant 
at first to go into the wilderness There was something ominous, 
threatening, in her husband's picturisation of that deathly stillness, 
a furtive menace in the barren desert. But she went. 

The planter brought with hima teacher fo1 his children, a pious 
man who would also be Siiachct, His pardess, he telt, had to be a 
self-contained unit in every respect, as it was. tar trom any centre 
of Jewish settlement. The little: community landed in. Jaffa in 
December, 1883. The fruit hung in luscious profusion in Arab 
Proves. 

R: David became a farmer.. Until the grove bore fruit; he sup- 
ported his family from other sources. He grew vegetables and sold 
them in Jaffa, riding his melancholy donkey over the sands; he 
wrote home, to Mezaritch, glowing letters of his progress and of his 
young estate and young family; he advised his business associate, 
R. Yudel Reinwein, to dismiss all thoughts of luxuries, of “ fish and 
roast duck,” if he wished to settle in the Land, and he extolled his 
homely lot. 

Six months later he was dead of sunstroke, exposure to the 
fierce summer heat while working indefatigibly in his beloved 
grove. Sarah was then a young woman. It was 18384. 

Half-a-century in time has passed since then. Forty years of it 
was unremitting personal toil and vicissitude, a tussle with inexor: 
able nature and adaily anguish of poverty woven into a bleak wide 
pattern of struggle, for that courageous woman. But she had no 
time to pause for reflection upon personal bravery. A widow, with 
small children, left in an Arab wilderness, away from all contact 
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with the outside world,an orchard that was a heavy drain on slender 
resources, and a mode of life totally foreign to her; fevers striking 
down one child after another. It was a prospect to appal the bravest, 
but. she never faltered. Friends and relatives, eminent rabbis, 
counselled her to leave the desolate plain and return to her native 
town. She had a simple reply: she must go on with the work 
which her husband had left unfinished. 

Of her six children, one had died. The five had to be reared. 
The grove took every penny and an income was five weary years off. 
She sold her jewels, her husband's library, she used up the 
remnants of her husband's nest-egg, and received from Poland the 
proceeds of his business there tocontinue the struggle. As a last 
resort, when funds ran low, she applied for a loan of £300 from 
Hirsch, local administrator for Edmond de Rothschild, and, impressed 
with her courage and indomitable will, he re¢éommended it. 

She scrimped and saved and stinted herself of other than bare 
necessities for ten long years so that the payments might be made 
punctually; and she paid over each instalment herself. When the 
Baron and. Baroness came on their third visit to Palestine in 1899, 
they marvelled at the woman who had paid back a Rothschild loan, 
when so many were defaulting. and who came to thank them for it. 
It restored the Baron's waning enthusiasm in Palestine. 

Then ‘yellow jaundice came and laid her children and grand. 
children low—for Sarah's elder sons had married. She put many 
young ones of the third generation to rest in the cemetery at Jaffa, 
and wept over them. But her purpose was riot daunted. The Bedouins 
were a perpetual thorn, and they raided 4ime and again. The 
friendly villagers of Summeil were at hand, and guarded Sift Sarah 
out of their boundless admiration for her courage and wisdom. 


She was the first woman expert on budstock and saplings and 
orange trees. It was her eldest son, Aaron Leib, who, forty-five 
years ago, wrote the first text-book in Hebrew on practical citrys 
culture; and she fought it out there, in the barren waste that wac 
a halfway spot in the wilderness between Jaffa and Petach-Tikvah. 
Pardess Sarah became the meeting-place of all the tourists who 
came to study the country forty years ago. Achad Ha’Am and 
Rabbi Samuel Mohilever paid her their respects. The groy, 
became a training centre for the colonists of Petach-Tikvah wh. 
later took up orange-growing. 


And there the great-grandmother lives to-day, the precio 
symbol of her generation and yet an individual force unto hers: 
There are some like her in the world’s chronicles of women pionee: 
who fought and won the wilderness. Like hers, their names enno), 
pages of history; like hers, their memory is deathless. 

She does not regret a single one of those days of hardship 4;
